ENDED HIS TROUBLES. 


DROWNS HIMSELF, 


Financial Embarrassments and Do- 
mestic Difficulties the Cause of 
the Deed—A Letter Acousing 

His Wife of Having Driven Him 
to Self-destruction—The . Sui- 
cide's Identity Fully Established. 


Yesterday afternoon about 1:46 
o’clock a telephone message was re- 
ceived at the police station that 
there was the dead body of @ man in 
the private reservoir at the corner of 
Lucas avenue and Oregon street. 
Coroner Meredith was at once notified, 
and that official, accompanied by a 
Tuns reporter and the undertaker, 
started for the place. Arriving at the 
reservoir,a black tuft of hair was 
seen on the surface of the water, in 
the most inaccessible position in the 
whole pond, but a rope was secured, 
which, after some trouble, was got 
over the head, of the corpse, and it 
was towed to the shore. The dead 
man was evidently a German, aged 
about 50 years, and was well dressed 
and well nourished, and had evidently 
been in the water a day or t wo. Be- 
fore going into the water he had re- 
moved his coat, which was found 
floating some distance from the body, 
and on the bank was found a black felt 
hat and a whisky flask almost empty. 
Everything pointed to a case of sui- 
cide, the man having first drank the 
whisky to get his courage up to the 
sticking point, when he took off his 
coat and went into the shallow water, 
wading in until it was over his head, 
and, being partially stupefied from the 
liquor, drowned without a struggle, 
the body being in an almost upright 
position when found. Inthe pockets 
of the coat were found several letters 
and papers, among them one addressed 
to Mrs. L. Beer; Duarte, Cal. This 
letter had a stamp on the envelope, 
which had never been canceled, show- 
ing that it had never been mailed, 
and, on being opened, was found to 
be in the man-Swiss dialect. 1 
was undated and unsigned. Several 
other letters were also found, ad- 

dressed to “Mr. L. Beer, care of ©. H.

| ®banges in the Federal offices of this 


district is not of the imminent deadly 
sort, As to the Los Angeles postofiice, 
at least, it may be set down as a prac- 
tical certainty that the present incum- 
bent will not be disturbed before the 
end of his term. In the other offices, 
however, there is ground for the state- 
ment that some changes will take 
place in good time. Some are neces- 
sary. 

In regard to changes throughout 
the country generally, they are being 
rapidly made in the fourth-class post- 
offices, and very promptly also in the 
railway mail.service. Aside from the 
enterprise displayed in these direc- 
tions, however, the Administration 
continues to hasten slowly with the 
work of reorganizing the civil service. 
It is now regarded as the definite 
policy of President Harrison not to 
disturb office-holders in positions 
having a fixed term, until the 
expiration of their terms, except 
in cases where there is cause for 
removal other than political. The 
question has arisen whether a term 
expires four years from the date of 
appointment or from the date of con- 
firmation by the Senate. The Presi- 
neut is quoted as saying that he was 
afraid the delay of the Senate in con- 
firming Mr. Cleveland’s appointments 
at the beginning of his Administra- 
tion would return to vex them now,“ 
which is taken to mean that he will 
leave the Democrats in office until 
four years should have elapsed from 
the date of their confirmation. If 
this is President Harrison’s fixed plan 
it will give the heartache to many a 
seething applicant for office. 

In reorganizing the consular serv- 
ice, especially, it is the President’s de- 
clared purpose to go slow. He has 
ideas in reference to that branch of 
the public service which, when put 
into practice, will unquestionably re- 
sult in great good to the country. 


AN INVASION OF WORMS. 
The lush growth of weeds all over 


the hills and valleys and 
about town this year, coupled 
with other conditions favor- 


able to insect life has resulted in an 
immense crop of cut-worms and 
tent-caterpillars, which are en- 
sconsed in the mustard, malva, shrubs 
and grasses wherever they are found. 
The worms are a dreadful nuisance, 
and one encounters them not only 
across lots, but they go wiggling 
along the sidewalks and streets, over 
fences and buildings, and even invade 
porches, hallways and living rooms. 
The soft sentiment about the man 
who would turn his step aside rather 
than needlessly tramp upon a worm is 
lost in such a state of af- 
airs, for wherever he be, 
the pedestrian is pretty sure to 
crunch some of the green and slimy 
pests beneath his feet whichever way 
he‘turns.It is a disagreeable experience 
at best. 

One of the worst evils attendant 
upon such an invasion (which is by no 
means rare in this country at this sea- 
son of the year), is that the worms at- 
tack flower and vegetable gardens, and 
even ornamental and fruit trees, and 
utterly ruin them in short order un- 
less the utmost vigilance is observed 
in fighting the pests. 

A very „though somewhat ex- 
pensive preventive is to scatter Per- 
sian insect powder or buhach around 
the stem of the plant. The worms 
cannot cross this without being 
thrown into convulsions and dying 
shortly thereafter. Some people 
sprinkle a decoction of Paris green 
or London purple over their plants, 
and find it efficacious. Still others 
content themselves with picking the 
worms off and preserving them in coal 
oil, in which state of pickle they be- 
come entirely harmless to any kind of 
vegetation. 

It is a good thing that the rains of 
winter and spring are about over, and 
that the wild vegetation of outlying 
lands will soon be sere and dry, for if 
the army of worms were to go on in- 
creasing and multiplying in the ratio 
shown during the past two weeks, the 
country would be literally overrun 
with them. So, after all, the rainless 
season of Southern California has its 
good uses, The worms must dry up 
and perish very shortly.

The only tax on land and 
houses in Peking is on the sale of real 
estate, ten per cent. being charged on 
the price obtained for the property 
sold. This is certainly a very differ- 
ent condition from that prevailing in 
our cities, where sometimes three per 
cent. on a high valuation is exacted 
for public purposes.

A Lawyer Throws Up His Case.

The case of the People vs. the Ca- 
huenga Valley Railroad Company,now 
being tried in Judge Clark’s depart- 
ment of the Superior Court, involves 
some nice points of law.
